Ten-Meter Contest Experience

“Copy my 59 Connecticut, please repeat your 
state.” This is a familiar refrain heard in con-, 
tests. A report of 59 is supposed to mean a. 
‘perfectly readable, extremely strong signal. 
How then was the state missed? | 


My love affair with ten meters began shortly 
after | was licensed and | tried to get 20-meter | 
DX with only 12 watts of RF into a long-wire. 
-antenna. This low power level did not result in: 
_any contacts. Shifting up to ten meters and. 
using a simple dipole antenna resulted in con- 
tacts all over the Chicago area, where | lived. 
at the time. Hence, ten meters became my. 
favorite band. | 


‘Two-meter equipment was not yet available. 
‘We used 29.640 MHz as the Civil Defense 
emergency frequency for the city of Chicago. | 
Ten meters became MY BAND. | could talk to: 
-anyone in the city. | had given up on 20-meter | 
DX and was happy on ten. 


Fast forward to December 12 & 13, 2015, the 
‘Ten-Meter Contest. | went to the ARRL web-. 
site, downloaded the rules and Contest Log, 
form and was ready to get on the air with my. 
-ancient Icom IC-735, running 100 Watts into. 
‘my GAP Titan vertical. Sunday morning at 
17:15 Zulu | turned on the rig and started tun-, 
ing from 28.600 MHz down the band, listening. 
only for loud, easy-to-copy signals. When |. 
‘found a strong signal, my technique was to. 
listen to that station making a few contacts, so. 
| knew its call sign and location before calling, 
‘that station. When | did call, all | needed was. 
verification that the station had heard my call: 
‘sign, as my reported signal was always “59”. 
Since there was QSB (fading of the signals), 
‘the fact that | had already written down most, 
of what | needed made the contact go more: 
efficiently. | then tuned down the band listen-.

_ing for the next strong signal. Frequently after: 
‘having found a loud signal, QRM would inter-. 
fere with my ability to copy. Using the fine tun-|

‘tion several times my signal was not recog-| 
‘nized, | simply moved on down the band to.

_of the phone band, | went back up to 28.6. 
‘MHz and repeated the process of tuning, 
down. Since the contest form requires noting. 
the frequency of the station worked, | could : 
quickly avoid working the same station twice. | 
In any case, most of the strong stations | had 
worked the first time tuning through the band: 
‘were no longer there the second time through. | 
‘| repeated this process for a third time till |, 
filled up one page of the Contest Log. | 


Having worked stations from Argentina to 
‘Canada, from New York to California and. 
many States in between, | was satisfied that. 
my Station was working and that with reasona- | 
‘ble propagation, my signal was getting out. 


An interesting aspect of contesting is that all. 
‘the reports | received were 59 plus the state. 
of the station. There were numerous times: 
‘when the station | was talking to asked for a: 
clarification of my call sign, or my state. Yet, 
‘they gave me a report of 59. As a reminder, | 
the 5 of the report means “perfectly readable”, 
and the 9 of the report means “extremely 
'strong signal.” One would think that with a: 
perfectly readable, extremely strong signal, a. 
station would not need a repeat of anything, 
‘but such is the nature of contesting. One, 
simply can’t believe the report one is given: 
‘when stations are racing to make the greatest. 
number of contacts in the time allotted. |

Fremont. While this may inhibit our outdoor 
activities a bit, it's a great excuse to get in 
front of that HF radio and see what you can 
work out there on the bands. Another thing 
that it reminds us of is to check our antennas 
and coax for water incursion where it should- 
n't be. In particular, if you see a significant 
shift in SWR, it might be worth inspecting all 
of the connection points and places where co- 
ax might be abraded. Relatively small shifts 
in SWR are expected with weather, since wa- 
ter can liberate dissolvable ions and change 
conduction and dielectric characteristics in 
some places. Radically changed SWR or im- 
pedance (Somewhat similar measures in this 
domain) most likely indicate something that 
needs to be looked into, however.
